This is my first musings in jwould you believe) 22 yeare! Back in 1969 I 
Giscovered NRC as a teenager (I wae 18 in '69). If memory serves me 
vight, I owned 4 Radjo shack AM portable radio sprecres adeaigned for 
Dx¥-ing, though I can't remember the model # (TRF??) Anyway, I had 
started collecting @SLs pack then (only had 20 or go and they sre lost, 
unfortunately) and learned quite a bit about the hobby After a long 
hiatus broken by the Gulf War followed by the subsequent purchase of a 
GONY I@P2010 for SWL‘ing, I decided to see what's up on the BC band and 
re~join NRC. It's amazing to see so many familiar names still here 
(Jerry Starr, Dave Schmidt, Ernest Cooper, to name a few) ~ it's aa Af 
net much hae changed (I'm sure the hobby must have gince *69!). 
Here'a 2 shert bio on myeelf FYI: I was into ragio ever since I was 7. 
Back in the fifties, I lived in Denver, Co. Hy dad wae a program 
director at ®OA-TV Ch.4 at the time and my favorite station was KIMN 
the local rock station; in fact, my second grade teacher's husband waa a 
D.J, at KIMN who went by the name Sells ‘oh Poppi I nad a tube-based 
Packard Bell radio then. One XMAS I got a Remco transistor vadio kit 
which I hooked a LW antenna to; 1 cowid only pick up a few stations (KOA 
B50 AM wae 50,000w and was almost foo strong). In the sixties our 
family moved to Atlanta, GA where I discovered | could pick stations far 
away {ie: WBZ, WLS, @tc.). In fact, after a sumner visit to Maine, I 
became familiar with the Boston etatione: WMEX wae my favorite with D.J. 
Woo-Woo Ginsburg; WBZ had Dick Summer and Bruce Bradly and that Group-W 
station was reck at the time. Also, Cousin Brucey 4t WASC was another 
favorita. I started to log the stations back then, with absolutely 20 
idea anyone else did such things. Localiy, Atlanta had WSB (mid-western 
MOR then) and the tower was a few miles east of us surrounded by 
farmland (but now it's @ conjested mall 285 intersection). Back then, 
WPLO - 590 and WOXT (Quixy in Dixie})- 790 were the only rock stations on 
AM. I had memorized most of the clear channel stations at the time. In 
the mid-sixties we moved to Winter Park Florida, where i've lived on and 
off eince '65. In 1969 I heard about NRC and joined for a ysar of #0. 
Since then, I went to college, dropped out, went to work at various 
jobs, became a professional musician, went back to school majoring in 
computer science, worked as a PC consultant/programmer from 1981-85, 
then went to work for AT&T as a programmer/analyst where I currently 
work in the Tax Federal Development group.
